lington^ in the same manner and under the same regulations as they 
are now authorised Xo make appointment of justices of the peace on 
the fiist Tuesday of October in each and every year.

pond by means of seines or nets.

1. BB ii enacted hy the People of the Sia^ ofNew^York^ repre* Tnstee^ to 
umied in SeneOe ondAesemblyi That it shaU and may be lawful for '^"^ "''"''* 
the trustees of the viUage of Newbnrgh, and their successors in of« 
fice, yearly and every year, by writii^ under their hands and the 
corporate seal of the saU village, to grant to the several grocers who 
riMil reside wkhin the said village, ami who shall apply for the saiqe, 
a licence to retail strong or spirituous liquors under five gallons, to 
be drank In his, her or their house or store only, which said respec- 
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live licences shall x;ontinue in force from the dme of granting the 
same nntil Wednesday next after the first Tuesday in May n^xt en-' 
sning the date thereof, and no longer.

AN ACT to Incorporate the Renateher Sckooi. 

Passed March 21, 1826. 

WHEREAS the honorable Stephen Van Rensselaer has procur- Pnambu 
ed suitable buildirigs in the city of Troy, in Rensselaer county, and 
therein set up a school, and lit his own private expense has furnish- 
ed the same with a scientific library, chemical and philosophical 
apparatus, instruments for teaching land surveying and other brands 
es of practical n)athemat]cs, which are useful to the agriculturist, the 
machinist and to other artists, has caused to be prepared and fiir- 
nbhed separate and commodious rooms for instruction in natural phi- 
lasophy, natural history, the common operations in chemistry, and 
an assay room for the analysis of soils, manures, minerals and animal 
and vegetable matter, with the application of these departments of 
science to agriculture, domestic economy, and the arts : Andtekere*' 
OS, said Van Rensselaer has employed teachers, and caused an exper* 
imental system of instruction to be adopted by them, whereby each 
student is required to observe the operations of a s^ect number of 
agriculturalists and artists in the vicinity of said school, and to de- 
monstrate the principles upon which the results of sach operations 
depend, by experiments and specimens performed and exlubited by 
his own hands, under the direction of said teachers : And whertaay 
one important object of said school is to qualify teachers for instruct- 
ing youth in villages and in common school districts, belonging to 
Xhit class of farmers and mechanics, by lectures or otlierwise, in the 
application of the most important principles of experimental chem- 
istry, natural philosophy, natural history, and practical mathemat- ' 
ics to agriculture, domestic economy, the arts and manufactures: 
And whereoB the trustees of said school, who were appointed to 
take change thereof by said Van Rensselaer, by an instrument in 
writing, dated November the fifth, in the year eighteen hundrtd 
and twenty-four, have represented to this legislature, that after hav- 
ing tested the plan of said school by a trial of one year, they find it 
to be practicable, and in their opinion, highly beneficial to the pub- 
lic: AndukereOB the legi^ature consider it their doty to encoui^ 
age fiuch landaUe efforts, and such munificent applications of the 
snrpltts wealth of hndividuals : Therefore, 

1. BE it enacted by ike Peopkofihe State of New-Yorky repre- Corporati*- 
tented in Senate and Aesemhty^ That Simeon De Witt, Samuel 
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Blatchfordy Jolm D. Dickiii8<Mi, Ouert Van Scheonhoven, Elias 
Parmelee, Richard P. Hart, John Crameri and Ilieodore Romeyn 
Beck, shall be, and hereby are constituted a oody corporate and 
politic, by the name of <' the president and trustees of Rensselaer 
school," and by that name they shall have perpetual succession, and 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being im- 
pleaded, answering and being answered unto, defending and being 
defended, in all courts and suits whatsoever ; and may have a com- 
mon seal, with power to change or alter the same from time to time, 
and shall be capable of purchasing, taking possession of, holding

AN ACT to v€9t in the United Statea ofAmerica, the Jurhdic- 
tion over certain Lands on Stony Point, and for other pttrpoeee* 

Passed March 23, 1826. 

WHCRCAS by an act of the congress of the United States ofPf«ambte 
America, entitled ^' an act to authorise the building of light houses, 
and light vessels and beacons and monuments therein mentioned, 
and for other purposes," passed March 3, 1825, alight house is 
directed to be built at a place called Stony Point, in tl^ county of 
Rockland and state of Ne«¥-York \ and it appears by the memorial 
of the authorised agent of the government of the United States, that 
a suitable piece of land has been designated by him for the purpose 
aforesaid, and that the owners of the same are willing to convey to 
the United States so much thereof as may be required for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, for a reasonable compensation, but that one or nuwe 
of the said owners is a minor or minors, and that a wiJow is entitled 
to dower of the same*, all which present difficulties in the way of an 
ordinary conveyance of the said land, and that the said owners are 
willing that the land should be taken for the purpose aforesaid, un- 
der the sanction of a law of this state, and be paid for agreeably to

WHEREAS Peter Stagg, Charles Town and Oliver H. Hicks 
and others,'a8sociated as a company, under the style of <^ The North 
American Insurance Company," by their petition presented to the 
legislature of this state, have prayed for the privilege of being incor- 
porated to enable them the better to carry on and extend the busi- 
ness of marine insurance : Therefore, 

1. BE it enacted by the People of the State of New-York, rc- 
preaewted in Senate and Assembly ^ That all .such persons as shall 
be stockholders of the said company shall be, and they are hereby 
declared to be from time to time a body corporate and politic, in 
fact and in name, by the name and style of ^' The North American 
Insurance Company/' and that by the said name, they and their 
successors shall and may have continual succession, and shall be ca- 
pable in law of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, 
answering and being answered unto, defending and being defended 
in all courts and places, in all manner of actions, suits, complaints, 
matters and causes whatsoever ; and that they and their successors 
may have a common seal, and may change and alter the same at 
their pleasure, and by the same name be capable of purchasing, 
holding or conveying any estate, real or personal, for the use of the 
said corporation, subject to the restrictions hereinafter mentioned. 

2. Jnd be it further enacted^ That the capital stock of the said 
company shall be three hundred thousand dollars, to be divided in- 
to shares of fifty dollars each. 

3. And be it further enacted^ That the corporation hereby cre-

for one year, and until others shall be chosen to supply their places, 
and no longer ; and notice of the time and place of such annual elec- 
tion shall be published daily for the space of one week next preced-

ital stock of the said corporation, and ten days public notice shall 
be given by the said commissioners of the time and ^place of the 
opening of such books in two of the public newspapers printed in 
said city, and as soon as the same shall be subscribed, to give a like 
notice for a meeting of the stockholders to choose eleven directors ; 
and the said commissioners, shall be inspectors of the first election £ieetiom

pany shall not exceed thirty dollars each ; and that the stock, pro-

Passed April 15, 1826. 

1. BE it enacted hy the People of the State of New-York^ re- l. Cookeaad 
presented iu Senate and Assembly^ That Lathrop Cooke, Joshua elivrthtf^d 
Fairbanks and Ashell Woodruff, be and they are hereby authorised 

to demand and receive from the comptroller of this state, all mon- 
ies which have been funded or now remain in the treasury, belong- 
ing tq the Lewiston School fund, and that the said comptroller is 
hereby required to draw his warrant on the treasurer for the same. 

2. And he it further enacted^ That the comptroller be and is comptroller 
hereby required to assign to the said Lathrop Cooke, Joshua Fair-k^^V5& 
banks and Ashell Woodruff, all articles, bonds and other securities 

that remain unpaid, and belonging to the said fund as aforesaid : 
Provided J That before the comptroller shall be authorised to deliv- 
er the monies and assign tHe said articles, bonds and securities, the 
said Lathrop Cooke^ Joshua Fairbanks and Ashell Woodruff, shall 
execute to the trustees of the corporation of the village of Lewis-

remove all encroachments on every street, highway or alley in said 
village ; and generally to make all such rules, regulations, by->laws 
and ordinances for the good government and order of said village, 
as the said board of trustees may deem expedient and proper, aot 

, repugnant to the laws and constitution of this state or the United 

States ; and to enforce the due observance thereof, by inflicting such 
penalties on any citizen or inhabitant thereof, or other person or pei^

ty of Schoharie, and that they contemplate to raise, cultivate and 
improve in the said lake the growth of fishes : Therefore, 

Fi»hing repu 1. BE it enoctcd by the People of the State ofNeuhYork, repre-

person or persons to take or catch, or cause or procure to be taken 
and caught, in any way or manner, any of the fish in the lake call- 
ed Little lake, in the towns of Cobelskill and Carlisle, in the county 
of Schoharie, from and after the passage of this act, excepting the 
owners and proprietors ofsaid lake, after the first day of December 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight.

Provided, That the said Jonas Cleland shall erect an apron (m* lock 
in said dam, of such construction as to render the passage safe and 
<!asy for ra^s, arks and boats common in satd s^ver, at all times 
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when the. waters are of suiileient beiglrt to admit of ^heir being navl- 
ffated during the continuance uf said dam: And provided further j 
That nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to authorise 
the said Jonas Cleland tu raise his dam in such a manner as to over- 
flow the lands of any other person: And fUrtherj That all such 
boat8> arks and rafts shall pass and repass free from toll or expense 
of any kind.

New- York, open the books to receive subscriptions to the capital 
stock of the said corporation, and ten days notice shall be given by the 
said commissioners ufthetimeand place of the opening of such books, 
in two of the public newspapers printed in said city ; and as soon 
as the same shall be subscribed, to give a like notice for a meeting 
of the stockholders to choose eleven directors, whose duty it shall be 
to. conform in all respects to the 4tli article of the act incorporating 
the said company, passed 8th April 1 825.

'WHEREAS the members of a society instituted for the relief of Preanbie 
indigent natives of Scotland, and their descendants, have petitioned 
the legislature for an act of incorporatiou, the better to enable them 
to obtain the objects of their association : Therefore, 

1. BE it enacted by the People of the State of New-York^ rep- vorporatioa 
resented in Senate and Asttemblyj That Robert Halliday, John coated 
Graham, John Johnston, John J. Palmer, Andrew S. Qarr, and such 
other persons as now are or hereafter shall become members of the 
St. Andrews society of the state of New- York, shall be, and 
are hereby constituted and declared to be a body politic and cor- 
porat^i in fact and in name, by the name of the ^ St. Andrews So»8tju,j^c . 
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ciety of the Sitte of New*Yofk/' and by that nftao they and tkem 
sattesiots durhig the existence of the said corporatioa^ shall and 
may have perpetual succesBtotiy and shaU In Jaw foe capable o/auio^ 
and being suod^ pleadii^ and being impleaded, answering and being 
answered unto^ defending and being defended in all coarts and 
jilaces wbattoever, and that they and their sutcessofs may have and 
use a common seal, and may change and alter the same from time 
to time at their pleasure, and also that by their corporate name and 
in their corporate capacity, they and their sttccesaors may ptirchaae, 
take, hold, use, enjoy, sell, lease and convey any estate, real or per^ 
sonal, for the use and benefit of the said corporation : Provided^ 
That the annual income of such real and personal estate shall not 
at any time exceed the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 

2. And be it further enaded. Thai the said corporation shaU 
have power to make such constitution, by4aws and regulations, as 
Ihey shall judge proper for the appointment of officers, for the ad* 
mission of new members, for the government of the officers and 
members thereof, for collecting annual contriinitions from the mem-> 
bers towards the funds thereof, for regulating the times and places of 
meeting of the said society, for suspending or expelling such mem- 
bers as shall neglect or refiise to comply with the by-laws or regula- 
tions, and for the managing and directing the property, jifiairs and 
concerns of the said society : Provided^ That such constitution, by- 
laws and regulations be not inconsistent with the laws or constitu- 
tion of this state or of the United States : Provided furt/ierf That 
the said corporation shall not engage in any banking business, not 
dispose of any of its funds for any other purpose than the relief of 
such members of the said society as may become indigent, and poor 
natives of Scotland, and children and grand children of a native of 
Scotland, or of a member of the said society. . 

3. And be it further enactedy That the present oi&cers of the 
said society shall hold their respective offices until others shall be 
chosen in their place. 

4. AtuI be it further enacted, That this act be and is hereby 
declared to be a public act, and that the same shall be construed in 
all courts and places, benignly and fiivorably for every beneficial 
purpose therein intended, and that no misnomer of the said cor^ 
poratiou in any deed, gift, grant, devise or other instrument of con- 
tract or conveyance, shall vitiate or defeat the same : Provided the 
corporation shall be sufficiently described to ascertain the intention 
of the partie?^ 

5. And be it further enacted^ That the legislature may at any 
time amend, alter, modify or repeal this act.

may be associated with them for that purpose, shall be, And hereby 
are ordained, constituted and declared to be a bodj politic and cor- 
porate, in fact and in name, for the purpose of supplying the city of 
New- York with coal, by the name of the ^< Lehigh Coal Compa- 
ny,'' and by this name they and their successors, shall and may 
have continual succession, and shall be persons in law capable of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and 
being answered unto, defending and being defenctod, in all courts 
and places whatsoever ; and in all manner of actions, suits, com-' 
. plaints, matters and causes whatsoever ;> and they and their succes- 
sors may have a common seal, and may change and oher the same 
at their pleasure ; and also, that they and their successors by the 
same name and style, shall be in law capable of purchasing, holding

BE it enacted by the People of the State of New-York^ reprc' 
eented in Senate and Ansemblyy That 1 . It shall be the doty of the 
cttmmissfoners appointed for the purpose of building a new state 
prison, to be located in either the first or second senate district of 
this state, to visit the state prison at Auburn, for the purposes pre- 
scribed in this act. 

2. The said commissioners shall, as soon ai^ conveniently may be, 
repair to the said prison, and nnake a full enquiry and exaoitnation 
into anv abuses which may have been practised under the present 
or any Vormer keeper of the said prison, in punishing any prisoner 
or prisoners, by flogging or otherwise, directing or permitting any 
mider keeper to do st> ; in forbidding any prisoner the privilege of 
the hospital and medical attendance when sick, or in punishing any 
prisoner foi feigning sickness when such prisoner was really sick ; 
and into any and all other abuses of any kind whatsoever, which 
may have been practised or committed in the said prison for the 
term of three years now last past. 

8. The said commissioners shall also inquire into any impiT>per 
conduct of (he inspectors of the said prison during the same time, in 
trading with the prison, in appointing improper agents, keepers, un- 
der keepers, turnkeys, guards, or other officers of the said prison, or 
in retaining any such officers improperly after they were appointed, 
and into any and all other improper conduct of the said inspectors, 
<Mr any one of them, during the term aforesaid. 

4. The said commissiuners shall also inquire into the particular 
circumstances of the disease and death of Rachel Welch, a female 
convict, who lately died in the said prison, and into any punishment 
inflicted upon the said Rachel during her illness, into the manner in 
which any such punishment was inflicted, the causes why, and ihft 
authority by which it was done, together with all oth^r circumstan- 
ces attending it, and also attending the sickness and death of the 
said Rachel, and the probable causes of her death. 

5. The said commissioners are hereby authorised to issue subpoe- 
nas, to compel the attendance of witnesses, and the production of 
papers and writings before them, and to examine such witnesses up- 
on oath, in relation to any matter into which they are, by this act, 
directed to inquire, and also in relation to any thing relating to the 
afl*airs, government and discipline of the said prison, and to the con- 
duct of any of the officers thereof; and if any person shall wilfully, 
and without lawful excuse, neglect or refuse to obey any subpoena 
which shall be issued by the said commissioners, pursuant to the 
provisions of this act, he shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars, to be sued for and recovered, with costs of suit, in the name 
of the people of this state, by any person who will sue for the same ; 
and if any witness shall wilfully swear falsely in any testimony be- 
fore the said commissioners^ he shall be deemed guilty of perjury.

3. And he it further enacted^ That all the right, title, claim 
and interest which the people of this state have, or may or can have 
to any lands, tenaments or hereditaments within this state, which 
the said John Reid acquired in fee simple or otherwise, after the 
said first day of May in the said year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifteen, be and the same is hereby declared Xq be released unto 
Jane Reid, and to her heirs and assigns. 



Chap. 275. 

ANACT/or the Relief of the Heirs of Nathan Tupper, deceased. 

Passed April 17,1826. 

BE it enacted hy the People of the State of New^Yorky rep- 
resented in Senate tmd Assembly^ That it shall and may be lawfaL 
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far the commissioners of the land-office, and they are hereby requfr* 
ed to grant letters patent to the heirs of Nathan Tupper, late a sol- 
dier in the army of the United States, in the line of this state, viae 
hundred acres of land in the township of Sterling, being a part of the 
tract set apart f«r rhe use of the soldiers, in the line of this state,' to^ 
have and to hold the said l^nds in the same manner and by like ti- 
tle, as if such lands had been vested in the said Nathan Tapper, in j 
fee simple, in his life time, and had descended hy inheritance at his 
death to his heirs. 



Chap. 276. 

AN ACT to incorporate the Village of lAttk Falls. 

Passed April 17, 1826. 

Bjw»^»'A« 1. BE it enacted by the Peoj^e of the State of Neuj-York^ re- 
^* *'* presented in Senate and Assembfyj That the section of country con- 
tained within the following boundaries^ tiiat is to say : beginning on 
the north bank of the Mohawk river, on the division line of Warren 
Dygert and John Dygert's farm ; thwce in a northerly direction 
along the west aiid north boandaries of said Warren Dygerl's farm 
to the division line between great lots number twenty-two and twen* 
ty-three of Glen's purchase; thence on that line to the highway run* 
ning past Abraham Cysaman's farm ; thence pastwardly along and 
on the course of said highway to the northwest corner of John BeJ-^ 
Itnger's farm ; thence along the west bounds of the said Bellinger's 
and Henry Beckor's land, and along the south boundaries of the 
farms of the said Henry Beckor, John Bellinger and Asa Fuller, Da- 
vid Petrie, Jacob Keller, Marks Beckor, Samuel Petrie and Reuben 
Petrie, to Richard Petrie's land; thence southwardly along the 
west bounds of his and Henry Ritter's land, and on the course of 
their west line to the Mohawk river ; tl^nce in a direct line to the 
lower end of Charles' lock, so called, on the Erie canal, being just 
below the falls of the river ; thence dn the south side of the Erie 
canal, as near a straight line as may be, to the Vroman-house, so 
called ; thence including said house southwest along the north side 
of the highway to an apple tree standing west and near the dwelling 
house of Christopher P. Bt;llinger ; thence by way of a bridge to the 
north side of the Erie canal; thence east including the towing-path 
to the capal bridge near Br^llinger's mills ; thence north to the Mo* 
hawk river ; and from thence on a straight line to the place o(^ be- 
ginning, shall hereafter continue to be known -by the name of the* 
village of Little Falls ; and that the inhabitants residing within the 
aforesaid boundaries, shall be a cor|>oration by the name and style of 
Style, kt " The Trustees of the Village of Little Falls," and by that name they 
and their successors may have perpetual succession, shall be known 
in law, shall be capable of suing and being sued, of defending and 
being defended in all courts and places whatsoever, and in all man-' 
ner of actions, causes, and complaints whatsoever ; and they and 
their successors may have a common seal, and may alter the same 
atpleasure, and shall be in law capable of holding and conveying 
real estate, for the use of the said corporati&n. 
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2. And he it jSariker enadedj That tke inhalHtaaU residing ^^"^^ "*«< 
witbifi the boandanes of theaatd village, who are qualified to vote ^^ 

at tovrn-meettngs, shall on the first Monday in June next, and on the 
fame day in each year thereafter, assemble in some suitable place 
in said. village, and elect five suitable persons, inhabitants of said 
village, liable to pay town and county taxes, to be trustees of said 
village, and also three suitable persons, inhnbitantsof said village, 
and Kable topay town and county taxes, to be fire-wardens, and one 
other person also, to be treasurer of said village, and one other per- 
son to be collector for said village ; that the said trustees, fire-war- 
dens, treasurer and collector, shall be chosen by ballot, and the elec<> 
tions shall be held in like manner, and subject to like regulations 
with the annual town-meetings ; and the said officers so chosen as 
aforesaid, shall hold their offices for one year, and until successors 
shall be duly chosen ; and it shall be the duty of the said trustees, after 
the first election, to cause at least six weeks public notice of the time 
and place of holding the annual elections, to be given by posting^no- 
tices thereof in at least five of the most public places in said village i 
and in case any election shall fail to be held at the time above ap- 
pointed, it shall be the duty of the said trustees to appoint some other 
suitable time therefor, giving due notice thereof in manner aforesaid, 
which election so held at such subsequent time, shall be as valid and 
effec^al, in all respects, as if made at the time appointed for the 
annual election ; and special meetings of the inhabttauts of said vil- 
lage may be called by said trustees, on giving six days public notice 
as aforesaid, the said notices specifying the object for which said 
meeting is called ; that the present charter of said village shall con- 
tinue in force until this act goes into effect, which shall be on the 
first Monday in June next ; and it shall be the duty of the present 
trustees of said village to give suitable public notice of the first elec- 
tion under tl^is act, at least ten days previous to said first Monday in 
June. 

3. And be it further enacted^ That it shall be lawful for tlic By-Uw*. 
said trustees so as aforesaid to be chosen, or a mnjor part of them, 

and their successors in office, to make, ordain and publish such pru- 
dential by-laws, rules and regulations, and to repeal and alter the 
same, as they shall fromlime to time deem necessary and proper, 
for the benefit of said village, relative to all things that may con- 
cern the police, and good government of said villaee, and relative 
to all the subjects, matters and things by this act made subject to 
their control, discretion or jurisdiction ; and to ordain, constitute 
and publish reasonable and suitable fines and penahies, not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five dollars for any one offence, for the in- 
fraction or violation of such by-laws, rules or regulations. 

4. And he it further enacted^ That the said trustees shall have "***"" 
power to own, build, erect and keep in repair, one or more fire en- 
gine or engines, ladders and fire hooks, public cisterns and other 
lostniments and conveniences for extinguishing, stopping and pre- 
venting injuries by fire ; to. open and improve the streets and side- 
walks of said village, and to remove and prevent encroachments 
diereon ; to restrain cattle, swine, sheep and horses from running 

at large in said streets, to regulate slaughter-houses and liuisances 
generiuly ; to determine what are nuisances, and to remove, destroy 
or preveDt the same f to compel the keeping of fire buckets by the 
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dtiseiisof said Tillage, /and to establisli measures of pradence te 
guard against fire ; to compel the inhabitants to form lines and ranks 
for the purpose of carrying water to extinguish fire, and to pull, raise 
and breaic down such buildings in the vicinity of a fire, as shall be 
directed by the trustees, or a' majority of such of them as shall be 
present at a fire, for the purpose of extinguishing it or of preventing 
Its probable extension or communication to other buildings ; to ap- 
point a proper number of firemen, not to exceed twenty-five, and to 
remove any one of them, and to appoint another or others in 
his or their stead ; to appoint a captain for said firemen, and oth- 
er officers, and to make rules and regulations for the good govern- 
ment of the fire company, with reasonable fines for the breach of 
them, and to regulate the time and manner of their exerci^« as fire- 
men, (the said company to appoint their captain and officers); te 
erect or purchase and keep hay-scales, and to regulate the sante, and 
the prices for weighing, and to let out the same, or appoint a Iceeper 
thereof ibr the benefit of the village ; and to erect, build or piirchase 
a market building, and. to regulate and improve the same (or the 
benefit of said village ; to raise money by tax to carry into effect the 
above mentioned powers; to defray the incidental expenses of the 
corporation, and to support the by-laws : Provided^ That no tax to 
be levied in any one year, shall exceed the sum of three hundred 
dollars : And provided further^ That no part of the said sum to be 
raised by tax, shall be applied to the makrng or repairing of side- 
walks ; and that the said tax shall be assessed upon the inhabitants 
of said village, who are voters therein, in proportion to their proper- 
ty, real and personal, within said village, by the trustees thereof, ia 
like manner, and with such forms as town assessors are by law re- 
quired to observe ; except a tax which may, if deemed expedient, be 
levied upon the inhabitants of said village, owners of dugs and sluts, 
not to exceed the sum of one dollar per annum for each dog and 
slnt ; which said taxes shall be collected by the collector of said vil- 
lage, in the same manner as the taxes for the county of Herkimer, 
with the like liabilities, powers and privileges, to the said village 
collector, as the collectors of the several towns by law have and en- 
} joy, by virtue of a warrant, signed by a majority of said trustees^ 

and the amount so collected by the said collector, shall be paid over 
to the treasurer of said village : Provided however^ That no tax 
whatsoever shall be levied, or monies raised by tax, nor any public 
building, market or hay scales erected, or purchased, nor any real 
estate, fire engine or building shall beraised,purchased,8oldor disposed 
of, without the consent of the inhabitants of said village, qualified to 
vote, or of a majority of them present at a public meeting to be held 
as aforesaid after due notice. ^ 

z\fMt$ 5. And he it further enacted j That it shall be lawful for the trus- 

tees of said village annually to grant licenses to such persons as they 
shall deem suitable to keep groceries, ordinaries and victualling 
houses, and to determine the sum which each person so licensed 
shall pay for the same, not less than three, nor more than fifteen 
doHars, which sum, together with the sum of fifty cents as a fee to 
the clerk of said village for making out said license, shall be paid to 
the said trustees for the use of the corporation, before any person so 
requiring a license shall be entitled to receive the same; and every 
person so as aforesaid licensed^ who shall suffer or permit may piay 
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ing with^ards or dice, or any kind of gaming by lot or chancei ia, 
about or upon any part of his premises, or shall entertain or suffer 
to remain on his prenuses any riotous, or unlawful or disorderly, or 
noisy assemblage or company, or shall otherwise keep a disorderly 
or unwholesome house, he shall fiHrfeit and pay for every offence the 
penalty of fifteen dollars ; aiid upon being convicted, or having judg- 
ment pass against him therefor, it shall be lawful for the said trustees 
to forfeit and disannul his said license. 

6. And be it further enactedj That at the first village meeting ^^^^^ 
for the election of ofiicers for said vills^e, and at every succeeding ^'^ ^* 
meeting for the like purpose thereafter, the inhabitants of said vil- 
lage qualified to vote as aforesaid, shall, in addition to the officers re- 
quired to be chosen by the second section of this act, elect some cit- 

iaen of said village, liable to pay town and county taxes, to be presi- 
dent of said village, and of the said board of trustees, and who shall 
to all intents and purposes, have tlie powers, duties and privileges of 
one of the trustees of said village, and shall continue in the exercise 
of his said office for one year from his election, and until a successor 
shall be duly elected and qualified : Provided, That the said presi- 
dent shall not have or exercise any of the powers of a justice of the 
peace in any civil action or penal action whatever,, fort he recovery 
of any debt, penalty or damages ; and the said president shall be en* 
titled to the like fees and compensation for the like services as jtistices 
of the peace are or may be by law entitled to, and to have them 
collected, audited and paid in the like manner ; and it shall be the

tion to be decided by the trustees, unless those trustees present when 
the vote is taken, shall be equally divided, in which case he shall 
have a casting vote only ; and three trustees shall be considered a 
majority of the whole, for all the purposes of this act. 

7. And be it further enacted^ That side walks along the prin- sije-waiiu 
cipal streets of said village shall be made and kept in repair by and 

at the expense of the proprietors of the several lots adjoining upon 
the said streets, under the superintendence and direction of the said 
trdstee: Provided, That no individual shall be cotnpelled to ex- 
pend a greater sum in any one year 'than fifteen dollars, for such 
purposes ; and in case any person or persons being proprietor or 
proprietors, or in possession of any such lot, shall neglect or refuse 
to build or repair such side-walk, according to the direction of said 
truatees, in front of his, her or their land, after he, she or they shall 
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have beea duly noCifi^ by the stid trustees to do the ume^ it shdl 
be Uwful for the said trustees to boild or repair the said side-waik 
in front of said premises, and to charge the expense of the same to 
the proprietor or proprietors of said land, and to recover the same 
sum of them or either o( cheoa, io the same manner that other 
penahies ate by this act recoverable ^ and in case of the non«resi* 
denceof the said proprietor or proprietors, the said trustees may cause 
the said land to be leased for a sufficient length of time to pay the said 
expenses and charges for building and repairing such side^walks, 
and the expense of advertising and leasing, giving six weeks public 
notice of such their intention, in some public newspaper in the coaii* 

rrovito ty of Herkimer : Provided, That uo side- walk shall be Ordered or 
directed under this section, unless a majority of such of the said 
trustees as shall vote therefor, shall be actually freeholders in said 
i^Uage ; and in the record of eveiy such order^ the clerk shall design 
nate who voted in favor of such measure, and who among them 
were freeholders, which record, or a duly authenticated copy thereof, 
shall be deemed prima facia evidence in all courts and places of the 
facts therein stated. 

^Urii 8. And be it further enactedj That it shall be the Airth^ duty 

of the said trustees as soon as convenient, and within twenty days 
after their election, to assemble and choose some suitable person, be- 
ing an inhabitant of said village, to be clerk of the said board of trus- 
tees, and of the corporation ; and whenever any vacancy shall oct 
cur in any of the offices required by this act, by death, refusal to 
acCy-removal or otherwise, the said vacancy shall be filled by the 
said trustees^ or a majority of them, by appointing some fit and prop- 
er person to the said office, in his or their pl^ce or places, and soch 
person or persons so appointed by the said trustees, shall be there-

tion of fire, to see that the same are kept in proper order and in 
cmivenient places ^ to inspect the chimnies, fire-places, ovens and 

atoves ill said village, and to make report of such arare dangerous 
to thetrustees, and to prohibit the use of such as are dangerous } to 
remove dangerous combustibles, and all manner of things, and ear- 
less deposits, whereby fire is likely to ensue ; to see that the citi- 
lens are properly provided with fire buckets, and whenever required 
by the trustees, to make a general inspection through the village, rel- 
ative to the matters appertaining to their office, and to see that all 
. proper by-laws relative to the prevention or extinguishment of fire 
are duly executed, and to make annual, and oftener if required by 
the president, report of their proceedings, and the state uf their de- 
partment, to the president of said village. 

11. And be it further enacted^ That it shall be the doty of the Ti«Mur«r 
treasurer to receive and keep for the use of the corporation, all funds 

and monies belonging to the said corpotation ; and it is' hereby 
the doty of each of the other officers of the said corporation, and of 
every other person to, or in whose hands any monies of the said 
corporation or for its use may come, or be, to pay over the same to 
the said treasurer; and it shall be the further duty of the treasurer to 
pay out of any monies in his hands, any and all accounts and de- 
mands when duly audited and allowed by the said trustees, upon 
their order, and all other sums upon their legal requirement, to be 
signified to him by the order of the president of said village, counter- 
signed by the clerk, and at the expiration of his office to pay over 
to his successor in office the balance of village funds in his hands, and

der any of the by-laws or regulations herein authorised, may be re- 
covered by action of debt, before any justice of the peace, or in any 
other court of competent jurisdiction, in like manner as other actions 
are prosecuted in any of said courts, and shall be prosecuted in the 
name of the trustees of the village of Little Falls, in which action it 
shall be sufficient to declare generally, in debt, as for so much money 
had and received, for the use of the said trustees, ^nd to give the 
special matter in evidence, and the citizens of said village are hereby 
declared to be competent jurors and witnesses in all such actions, 
and' in all other actions wherein the said corporation may be inter- 
ested, in the same manner as if the said corporation was disinterest- 
ed in any such suit oi actioni)^ and not otherwise.

er«ot high ^^^ ^^^ eommissioners of highways of the town of Herkimer, to lay 
out streets, public highways and alleys within the limits of the said 
village/ of a less width than four rods, when so required by a major- 
ity of said trustees, upon the application of twelve freeholders be- 
longing to said village, any thing in the act regulating bighwa3^ to 
the contrary notwithstanding ; and that the like proceedings shall in 
all rospects be observed as under the afosesaid act for regulating 
highways.

AN ACT to incorporate the Dutchess County Iron- flTorks and I 

Smelting Company. 

Passed April 17. 1826. 

ereXed****" 1. BE it enacted by the Peopleof the State of M'euh Fork, re- 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That Joseph Ketcham, £n05 
Hopkins, Thomt^s Barlow, Albert Cocks and Joel Brown, and 
such others as hereafter may be associated with them for the purpose 
of mining, working and smelting iron ore, and manufacturing iron in 
the county of Dutchess, shall be and they are hereby ordained, con- 
stituted, created and declared a body politic and corporate, in fact 
and in name, by the name of " The Dutchess County Iron-works 
and Smelting Company,'^ and by that name they and their succes- 
sors shall and may have continual succession, and be persons lir law 
capable of contracting and being contracted with^ suing and being 
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sued; pleading and being ifnpleadedy answering and being answtered 
unlo, defending and being defended in all courts and places whatso- 
ever, in all manner of actions, suits, complaints, matters, and causes 
ivtliatsoever ; and that they and their successors may have a common 
seal, and may change and alter the same at pleasure; and that they 
and their successors by the same name and style, shall be capable 
of purchasing, holding,. using and conveying any estate, real or per- 
sonal, for the use of said corporation, and necessary for the objects 
of the incorporation : Provided^ That the said real estate shall be pror'uo 
within the county of Dutchess, or such as shall have been bona Me 
mortgaged to said corporation by way of security, or conveyed to 
them in satisfaction of debts previcmsiy contracted in the course of 
its dealing, or purchased at sales upon judgments, and other incum- 
brances, which shall have been obtained for such debts. 

2. And be it further enacted^ That the capital stock of said cor- stock 
poration shall be twenty-five thousand dollars, and a share in said 
capital stock shall be one hundred dollars ; and the directors here- 
inafter named, are hereby authorised to opf^n a subscription for said 
stocky at such times and places within the county of Dutchess, as 
they or a majority of them shall appoint, and to keep the same 
open until the whole of said stock shall be subscribed : Provided 
4du}aps, That every person offering to subscribe for said stock shall 
previously pay the sum of ten dollars on each share to be by him 
subscribed. 

3. And be it further enacted^ That if the directors ^f said stoek may be 
corporation for the time being, or a majority of ihem, shall at any '""®***^ 
time deem it necessary and advisable to increase the capital stock of 

said corporation, they are hereby authorised to receive addition- 
al subscriptions in the manner herein before directed, for shares in 
said stock of one hundred dollars, until the whole of said capital 
stock shall amount to to fifty thousand dollars. 

4. And be it further enactedy That the stock of said corporation gtock tran> 
shall be deemed personal estate, and transferable in such manner as ferabie 
shall be prescribed by the by-laws of the said corporation ; and no 
transfer of said stock shall be valid or effectual until such transfer 

shall be entered or registered in the book or books to be kept by the 
directors for that purpose ; nor so long as the stockholder transfer- 
ing, is, or shall be indebted to said corporation. 

5. And he it further enacted^ That the stock, property, con- ^ffaiM how 
cerns and business of said corporation shall be managed by five di- *<> ^« ^^^* 
rectors, one of whom shall be appointed president thereof by said ^* 
directors ; and said directors shall hold their office for one year from

BE it cnoctcd by the People of the State ofNetc-Yorky rep* 
construcud rcsentcd in Senate and Assembly y That it shall and may be lawful 
for Joseph Kimball, Amos Catlin and Daniel Hall, junior, the com- 
missioners n^imed in the aforesaid act, to construct a canal or mill- 
feeder, for the purpose of diverting the surplus waters of Black river, 
in the county of Jefferson, into Pleasant and Stoney creeks, in the 
said cofinty, and for that purpose by themselves, their agents or ser- 
vants, to enter upon the lands adjacent to said river, in the town of 
Watertown, at such place as they shall think proper, and to erect

the matters and things in the said writ specified, and a true verdict 
give, according to the best of their skill <'ind judgment, without favor 
or partiality ; and thereupon the said sheriff and jury, or inquest,

AN ACT relative to Lands sold for Quit-Rents^ and to correct 
Errors in the Payment of Quit-Rents, and for other purposes* 

Passed April 17, 1826. 

1. BE it enactedhy the People of the State ofNeuhYorky repre- 
sentedin Senate and assembly j That whenever it shall appear to 
the commissioners of the land-office that any lands have been sold 
for arrears of quit-rents, and patents thereupon gianted, without con- 
veying to the purcha^^er any lawful title to the premises so granted, it 
shall be lawful for the said commissioners to compensate such gran- 
tees, their heirs or assigns, for the money actually paid into the trea- 
sury on such sales, together with interest thereon, at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, by allowing to such grantees, their heirs or 
assigns, credit to the amount aforesaid, for any purchases which he or 
they many make, at any sales by the surveyor-general of the lands 
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pledged to the common school fund ; and that the sixth section of 
the '^ act concerning the commissioners of the land-office and the 
sale of the unappropriated lands/' shall not be deemed to extend or 
apply to sales male for arrears of quit-rents. 

2. And be it further enactedy That whenever it shall appear to Foraaiet 
the comptroller, the attorney-general and the surveyor-general, that aade^*"^ ^ 
any sales of lands for arrears of quit-rents have been improperly 
made, or that such cannot for any reason be effected, it shall be their 

duty to subscribe a certificate of the fact, and o{ the reasons why, 
in their judgments, such sales were improper, or why they cannot 
be effectual, and to file the same in the office of the cumptroiler, and 
thereupon it shall be lawful for the comptroller to cancel such sales 
on his books, and to refund to the purchasers, their heirs or assigns, 
the amount of the consideration money paid, together with interest 
at the rate of six per centum per annum, from the tira*' of such pfjy- 
meni until such sale is vacated, not exceeding six years in the whole, 
which shall be paid by the treasurer, on the wanant of the comp- 
troller, the one equal half thereof out of the common school fund, 
and the other half out of the literature fund. 

3. And be it further enacted. That whenever monies shall be Mom«3 
refunded by the comptroller, for payments erroneously made into "^"°'^*'^ 
the treasury on account of quit-rents, the same shall be paid by the 
treasurer, on the warrant of the comptroller, the one equal moiety 
thereof out of the annual school fund, and the other moiety out of 

the literature fund. 

4. And be it further enactedy That whenever a purchaser of any Proof noiic. 
lands sold lor quit-rents or for taxes, shall have given the notice re- [Iw"io\e ^ 
quired in the .wenty-second section of the act, entitled '' an act £on- o^ven 
cerning quit-rents, and to increase the literature and school funds 
respectively,'' passed April 13, 1819, or the notice required in the 
forty-fifth section of the ^' act for the assessment and collection of 
taxes," passed April 23, 1823, he shall furnish to the comptroller 

proof thereof, by the affidavit of the person who served such notice, 
which may be taken before any judge of any county courts, and any 
wilful false swearing therein shall be subject to the pains and penal* 
ties of perjury ; and such original affidavit, or a certified copy there- 
of, under the hand and seal of the comptroller, shall be prima facia 
evidence of the facts therein contained, in all courts and places 
whatsoever.

And be it further' cuac fed, Tfiat in all cases of lands hereto- 
Artoi«& fore sold, or hereafter to be sold by the comptroller for taxes, where 
the sale has been or shall be invalid or ineffectual, to give title to the 
lands supposed to be sold, it shall be the duty of the treasurer, on 
the warrant of the comptroller, to refund to the purchaser or pur- 
chasers, his, her or their assigns, the purchase money and interest 
thereon ; and it shall be the duty of the comptroller, on receiving 
satisfactory evidence that any sale is invalid or ineffectual to give 
title as aforesaid, to draw such warrant on the treasurer as aforesaid : 
Andfurthevy The comptroller shall re-charge the county from which 
the tax was returned, with the amount of the tax, and interest at the 
rate of seven per cent, from the time interest was charged thereon 
by him.

Passed April IT, 1826. 

WHEREAS Morgan Lewis, James Kent and George Griffin, a 
eomroittee appointed by and on behalf of the New-Yi>rk Atheneum, 
iMMre presented a petition, to the legKlature, praying that the sard 
■Maibers may be incorporated for the better cultivation of literature^ 
science and the arts : Therefore, 

1. ^£1 it enacted 6y the people of the State of New-York^ repre-. 
united in Senate and A$semhly^ That all p<^rsons who now are or 
hereafter may become members of the New- York Atheneum, in pur- 
swince ctf the constitution thereof as now established, or as it may 
hereafter be altered and amended, shall be, and hereby are constituted 
a body corporate and politic in law, by the name of *^ The New-York 
A^henenm,'' for the purposes and objects expressed in the pream- 
ble of this act, and for no other purposes whatever ; and by that 
same shaU have succession, and be capable of suing and being sued,

AN ACT for the Relief of the Heirs ahd Devisees of John Stiles, 
late of the Covnty of Philadelphia^ in the State of Fennsylvof 
may deceased. 

Passed April 18,1826. 

1. BE it enacted by the People of the State ofNeuhVorky repre- h stiiesa* 
MHted in Senate and Assembly y That Henry Stiles, acting execu- *^JJ2f **^ 
tor of the last will and testament of the said John Stiles, deceased, a««4» 

be and he is hereby authorised to execute conveyances of, and to 
convey and grant all such property as the said John Stiles had en- 
tered into contracts and agreements tor selling in the county of 
Broome, to the person or persons holding such contracts, upon pay- 
ment of any balance t^at may be due on the same, and that the said 
Henry Stiles pay over the same to the person or persons entitled 
thereto : Providedj That no such conveyance shall convey ailny 
other or greater interest than is agreed to be conveyed in such cod* 
tract. ^ 

2. And he it further enacted^ That the conveyances made in To b«biai 
pursuance of the preceding section of this act shall be binding and stfte^tekw 
•bKgatory on nhe heirs and devisees of the said John Stiles, deceas- 
ed, who have en interest in said landis, and as valid and effectual as 

if they were parties to such conveyances. 



Chap. 313. 

AN ACT authorising the Clerks of the' several Counties of this. 
State to make a General Index of aU Deeds and Mortgages re- 
corded in said Counties. 

Passed April 18, 1826. 

BE it enacted by the People of the State of New^York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly y That it shall be the duty of the 
clerks of the several counties of this state, whenever directed by the 
court of common pleas of any comity,' to provide proper books for 
making general indices of all deeds and mortgages recofded or re- 
gistered In the clerk's office of said counties respectively, and to in- 
dex, in alphabetical order^ all such deeds and mortgages, in such man- 
ner as shall afford a correct and easy reference to the several books 
of record in said offices, one of which indices shall contain. In alpha* 
betical order, the names of grantors or mortgagors, followed by the 
names of all their grantees or mortgagees ; and the other shall con- 
tain in like order, the names of all the grantees or mortgagees, foK 
lowed by the names of their grantors or mortgagors ; which ii^dices of 
deeds and of mortgages siiaU be entered in separate books, and also 
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to leave sufficient room in such books to Insert tbe names of other 
grantors and granteesy mortgagors and mortgagees, from time to 
time ; and when the said indices 'shall be so completed, the boards 
of supervisors of said counties shall audit and allow to the ssud clerks 
all monies tbey may have expended in purchastnf; said books, and 
twenty-five cents for each and every hundred names contained in 
said indices : Provided^ That this art shall not extend to any coun- 
ties where such indices are already provided, or to the city and 
county of New- York. \^ 
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Chap. 314. 

AN ACT relative to the CanaU. 

Passed April 18, 182&. 

BS it enacted by the Petmk of the State ofNevhYorky repre^ 
wnted in Senate and AtaenUnyy That, 

1. l^he board of canal commissioners shall appoint so many su- 
periutendents of repairs upon tbe canals as they shall think proper, 
and regulate ad eslabliseh their daily or moitthly compensation ac- 
cording to tbe services performed by them, including all their ex- 
penses. 

2. It shall be the duty of the s^id soperinteiid^nts, under the di- 
rection of tbe canal commissioners, to keep in repair the sections of 
canal committed to their charge, and their accounts for disburse- 
ments shall be certified by tbe canal commissioners, or due of them, 
and paid on tbe warrant of the comptroller. 

3. Either of the acting canal commissioners may remove any of 
the said superintendents, and fill the vacancy occasioned by such 
removal, until the next meeting of the said board. 

4. There shall be a canal board, to consist of tbe canal commis- 
sioners, and the commissioners of the canal fund. 

5. The canal board shall have power to regulate tbe toU9 to be 
collected on tbe canals, and to apfMiint the collectors of tolls. 

6. Collectors of tolls shall hold their offices for one yew, unless 
sooner removed. 

7. The said collectors shall keep accounts of tolls received by 
them, in such form as shall be prescribed from time to time by the 
comptroller, and shall deposit such original books of account In the 
comptroller's office, oit or before the last day of I>ecember in each 

year. ♦ 

8. The said collectors shall also make duplicate abstracts, show- 
ing the amount of tolls received by them each day, and transmit by 
mail to the comptroller one of said abstracts weekly, and deliver the 
other to the agent of the comptroller, bereiiwAer mentioned. 

9. The said collectors shall deposit the monies r^eived by theia 
for tolls to the credit of the treasurer of this state, at least once in 
two weeks, in such of the banks as may from time to time be desig- 
nated by the canal board, as near to the collectors as may be con- 
venient. 

10. The said collectors shall receive such compensation (»r thm 
services as shaii be allowed by the canal board. . 
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11. The eomptroiier shall reqliWe the lev^end banks so deai^a* Montwy 
ted as aforesaid, to transmit to him by mail a monthly accoant of ««<:o>'a^« 
^posits by the coUectois of t#lls, and in default (^ their compli- 
ance, or in case he shall suspect the insolvency of any of said banks, 
may direct such deposits to be made in such other bank as he 
shall designate. 

12« The said odlectors may be authorised to refund tolls errone- To refuad i« 
oQsly paid to them, or which equitably ought to be refunded, under *^'"^'**" ***** 
sudi regtdatiotts as shall be prescribed by the comptroller* 

13. The said eollectors shall, beibre entering upon the dul'*es of ^^'^ 
llieir o6ice, respectively lake and subscribe the oath prescribed by 
the constitution of this state, and file the same in the office of tlie 
cpiliptroUer, and shall also execute and file in said odice a bond for ^^*^ 
the laiithM execution of their trust, in such penalty and form as stiall 

be required by the canal board, and with such sureties as the comp* 
troilei; shall approve. * 

14. The salaries of the canal comrais»oners are hereby reduced ^'r o^f««B^^ 
to fifteen hundred dollars a year. *^*"*"' " 

1^. The commissioners of the canal fund may take such mea- Caymeiiu 
sures as they may think proper to insure the payoient of tolls by the 
collectors. 

l6. The compensatton allowed by this act to the persons herein ®^|J"** *•* 
mentioned, shall be paid by the treasurer, on the warrant of the ^"^ 
comptroller, and be charged to the canal fund. 

IT"* The comptroller shall have power to remove any of the ci^- mi^S^mova 
lectors of tolls at his pleasure, and to fill the vacancy occasioned by collectors 
such lenKJval until the next meeting of the canal board. 

18. If any collector of tolls shall neglect to deport the monies !»"*« oc 
collected for tolls, according to the provisions of this act, and the maVu»ue * 
directions of the comptroller, it shall be lawful for the comixroHer '"^"'^^ 
m issue a warrant under his hand and sea!, directed to the sheriff of 
any county where such collector or- any of his sureties may be found, 
thereby commanding such sheriji* to cause the amount of tolls in the 
hands of such collector, (or such (mrt thereof as the comptroller shall 
direct by Such warmnt,) to be made and levied of the goods and 
chattels, lands and tenements of such collector, and in case the same 
shall not be sufficient^ then of the goods and chattels, lands and te- 
nements of the sureties of such collector, and to return the money, 
together with such warrant and his doings thereon, to the comptrol- 
ler, wkhini sixty days from the date thereof. 

19* The sheriff to whom snch warrant shall be directed, shall P^^^^^^ 
immediately cause ^ same to be executed, and may demand and ' 
collect the same fees for executing the same, as are allowed by law 
for the service of executions issuing out of the supreme court. 

20. Whenever the sum of money received by any canal commis* canai com'rt 
sioner, and remaining unaccounted for, shall amount to ten thousand ^"^ ^^*^^*^ 
dolhirs, it shall not be lawful for the commissioners of tiie canal 

fund to advance to such canal commissioners any further sum or 
sums of money, until he shall have produced an account and vouch- % 
ers to the comptroller, showit^ the expenditure of the s^jid sum. « 

21. The commissioners of t^e canal fund shall, from time to time, ff^pi«« «*7« 
apply the surplus revenues of ttie canal fund, after paying the inte- 
isest of the canal debt, to the piHfchase of canal stock of this state, 
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tf in their opinion speb stoek can be purchased upon advantageoos 
terms. 

22. The certi6cates of stock so purchased shall be cancelled b^ 
die commissioners of the canal fund. 

23. Whenever the said commissioners shaH be unable to pur^ 
chase the said canal stock upon^erms by them deemed advantn- 
geous to the state, it . shall be lawful for the said commissioners 
to invest the said surplus revenues in the public stacks of the United 
States, or any public stock created by the corporation of the city of 
New- York or Albany, and from time to time to reinvest the inte* 
rest or dividends upon such investments as par. of said surplus re> 
venues. 

24. The canal commissioners shall construct, at every place 
where any waters are to be taken from any canals of the state for 
hydraulic purposes, except at Black-Rock, at the month of Tonoe- 
wanta creek, and at the locks at Lockport, ^ permanent wall or 
erection of stone laid in mortar, and cemented, of sufficient thick- 
ness to ensure the safety of the can A I, and which said wall or erec- 
tion shall not in any case be more than six inches lower than the 
top water line of the canal. 

25. All water to be drawn from any canals of the state, or from 
any dam erected by the state for the benefit (»f the canals, for hydrau- 
lic purposes, by virtue of any leases or contracts now execitted, or 
hereafter to be executed, or from any other authority whatsoever, 
shall be drawn over a wall or erection constructed for that purpose, 
and in no other manner. 

Wartegatei, 26. No wBSte-gate, sluice, sHde, water-gate, or other passage 
shall be made in connection with any wall or erection over which 
water is to be dmwni in such a manner that the same can be open- 
ed, or that water can be drawn by, through, or under the same, to 
tlie use of any roiH or maehinery using water from the canal, ex- 
cept at the three places above excepted. 

27' Any person who shaU wilfully make, or cause to be made, 
any breach, hole, or passage hi, through or under any such wall or 
erection, or who shall lower the same, or cause it to be done, f<x 
the purpose of drawing water to any mill or machinery, or the efiect 
ot which shall be to lower the water in the canal, shall, for every 
such offence, forfeit and pay a penalty of two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, to be sued for and recovered, with costs of suit, in an action of 
detit, in any oourt of competent jurisdiction in this state, the one 
half of which penalty, when recovered, shall go to the use of the 
person who shall sue for and recover the same, and the other half 
to the benefit of the canal fund. 

28. Every person now owning any water privilege upon either 
of the canals, and having the liberty of selecting the place for dis- 
charging the water, shall make such selection, and give to the canal 
commissioners, or one of them, notice of the place or places so se- 
lected, on or before the first day of June next; and no such person 
, shall afterwards be at liberty to change the place of discharging 
jnich* water, without the consent of the said con^missioners. 
How dtsohar 29* Every other person now owning any such water privilege, 
s«*^ and every person heieafter purchasing any such privilege of the state, 

and also every person who shall neglect or refuse, within the time 
before Ignited, to make the selection and give the notice by the bist

Storrs, Simon N. Dexter, Alvin Bradley, William Walcott, Richard 
Yose of Whitestown ; William Williams, John H. Ostrom, of 
Utlca ; John J. Knox, of Augusta ; Benjamin Wright^ of Rome ; 
William Clark and Henry Seymour, of Utica ; Elisha Camp, of 
Sackets-Harbour ; Jonathan D. Ledyard, of Cazenovia ; Laurens 
Ford, of Herkimer ; and Victory Birdseye, of Onondaga counfy, be 
a body corporate and politic, in feet and in name, by the name or
